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Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  herewith  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1 949. 

This  is  the  first  full  year  of  working  since  the  new 
National  Health  Service  Act  became  operative.  As  was 
foreseen  the  emphasis  has  been  placed  (and  most  money 
spent)  on  the  curative  rather  than  on  the  preventative  side, 
which  has  been  rather  pushed  into  the  background. 

With  regard  to  the  hospital  services,  it  is  perhaps  rather 
early  to  criticise,  but  it  is  already  apparent  that  many 
anomalies  exist  and  many  defects  should  be  rectified. 

The  vital  statistics  show  a  distinct  improvement  from 
the  previous  year.  The  infantile  mortality  rate  has  fallen 
from  56.60  per  thousand  to  20.95  per  thousand,  while  the 
death  rate  for  all  ages  has  dropped  nearly  1  per  thousand. 
Again  there  have  been  no  deaths  of  mothers  from  puerperal 
causes.

POOLSBROOK  TREATMENT  CENTRE. 

The  numbers  treated  at  the  centre  again  show  a 
decrease  ;  128  compared  with  243  in  1948,  though  there  is 
an  increase  in  the  numbers  treated  for  head  infestation. 

The  Supervisor  of  the  centre  reports  on  head  infestation 
as  follows  : — 

“  Now  that  the  public  has  had  ample  opportunity  to  use 
such  preparations  as  D.D.T.  for  the  eradication  of  head 
vermin,  its  efficacy,  from  a  public  health  standpoint, 
may  be  now  more  readily  assessed.  Although  we  are 
not  seeing  the  high  number  of  cases  of  verminous  heads 
as  hitherto  l  am  struck  by  the  reduced  louse  infestation, 
generally,  when  nits  are  found.  Quite  often  a  child  may 
have  a  good  nit  infestation,  but  fewjice.  This  is  against 
previous  experience  as  it  has  been  shown  there  is  a 
definite  and  positive  relationship  between  the  heaviness 
of  the  nit  infestation  and  the  numbers  of  lice  found. 

It  does  seem  to  me  that  D.D.T.  is  extensively  and 
wastefully  used  to  destroy  the  vermin,  as  often  I  am 
told  of  mothers  using  some  preparations  one  or  more 
times  weekly.  Most  of  these  cases  have  no  steel  tooth 
comb.  Thus  we  have  the  spectacle  of  old  nits  being 
prevalent,  some  laid  many  months  ago,  yet  a  small  louse 
population.  Too  many  mothers  struggle  unnecessarily 
with  either  a  bone  comb  or  a  much  worn-out  steel 
comb.”

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WATER  SUPPLIES. 

During  1949  extensions  to  water  mains  were  laid  at  the 
new  Inkersall  Green  Housing  Estate  and  the  lengths  and 
sizes  were  as  follows  : — 

175  yards  of  6"  diameter.

The  average  daily  consumption  of  water  was  715,000 
gallons,  of  which  354,000  gallons  was  used  for  domestic 
purposes  and  361,000  gallons  for  trade  purposes. 

The  water  supplied  to  the  Staveley  Urban  District  comes 
from  Crowhole  Reservoir,  with  a  supplementary  supply  from 
Ramsley  Reservoir.  Both  waters  are  chlorinated  at  Crow- 
hole,  and  thereafter  treated  with  carbonate  of  lime  and 
aluminium  sulphate  prior  to  being  filtered.  Hydrate  of  lime 
is  added  to  the  filtrate  to  neutralize  acidity  of  the  water  so 
as  to  prevent  plumbo-solvency. 

Supplies  have  been  adequate  in  quantity  and  quality. 
Samples  are  taken  regularly  by  the  Officers  of  the  Urban 
District  Council  and  the  Officers  of  the  North  East  Derbyshire 
Joint  Water  Committee.  There  is  close  co-operation  between 
the  officials  of  both  authorities  and  information  regarding 
the  results  interchanged.

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HOUSING  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

The  housing  problems  in  the  district  are  mainly  in 
connection  with  overcrowding — two  families  living  in  one 
house.  The  Council  have  built  houses  up  to  the  limit  of  the 
numbers  permitted  by  the  Ministry,  but  the  waiting  list  of 
tenants  for  houses  show  no  diminution,  in  fact  the  waiting 
lists  are  increasing. 

There  is  no  unemployment  in  the  area,  in  fact  it  is 
difficult  to  find  sufficient  labour. 

One  big  advance  in  the  social  amenities  was  the 
acquisition  of  Ringwood  Park  as  a  public  open  space.  The 
facilities  provided  include  a  lake  for  fishing  and  an  open  air 
swimming  bath.  The  latter  when  taken  over  was  not  too 
satisfactory,  but  as  soon  as  possible  proper  filtration  and 
aeration  plant  will  be  installed.  When  this  is  done,  the 
facilities  will  be  admirable  and  will  provide  a  great  attraction. 

In  addition  to  these  particular  amenities,  the  park  itself 
provides  a  grand  playground  for  the  younger  end  and  a 
pleasant  place  for  recreation  for  their  elders.

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Dairies  and  Cowsheds. 

During  the  year  no  complaints  were  received  concerning 
the  poor  keeping  quality  of  milk  delivered  to  householders. 

47  persons  are  registered  as  milk  sellers,  34  are  cow- 
keepers,  dairymen  and  wholesale  purveyors  and  retail 
purveyors.  Six  persons  are  registered  as  purveyors  of  bottled 
milk. 

Six  persons  are  registered  as  retailers  only,  and  five 
persons  are  registered  to  sell  bottled  Tuberculin  Tested  milk. 

50  inspections  were  made  and  structural  defects  were 
found  in  six  cases  ;  these  were  abated  satisfactorily.  All 
cowsheds  and  dairies  in  the  area  have  been  cleansed  and 
lime-washed  twice  during  the  year. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  eight  farms  are  fitted  with  plant 
enabling  them  to  produce  accredited  milk. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  farms  and  farm  premises 
were  taken  over  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries 
from  the  1st  October,  1949,  and  the  Urban  District  has  now 
no  jurisdiction  over  the  registration  or  inspection  of  farm 
premises. 

Meat  Inspection. 

During  the  year,  171  licences  were  issued  from  the  Food 
Office  for  the  slaughter  of  pigs  on  cottagers’  premises. 
Inspections  of  carcases  were  made  and  the  meat  was  found 
to  be  of  good  quality. 

There  have  been  no  complaints  regarding  the  conditions 
of  the  premises  where  the  slaughtering  was  carried  on. 

Permission  has  been  given  for  the  erection  of  seven  new 
pig-stys  during  the  year.

Bakehouses. 

During  the  year,  14  inspections  have  been  made  on  the 
eight  registered  bakehouses  in  the  district  and  minor  repairs, 
such  as  the  lime-washing  and  painting  of  walls,  have  been 
carried  out  where  necessary. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

Enquiries  were  made  into  all  cases  of  infectious  diseases, 
and  any  defects  or  nuisances  dealt  with.  Disinfection  of 
premises  was  carried  out  where  desired. 

During  the  year,  161  premises  have  been  visited  and  19 
rooms  fumigated. 

Shops. 

150  visits  were  made  to  shops  during  the  year,  and  14 
letters  were  sent  regarding  Sunday  trading,  hours  of  closing 
and  other  matters. 

Traders  have  adhered  to  the  Regulations  satisfactorily 
as  a  general  rule. 

Smoke  Observations  at  Colliery  Spoilbanks. 

No  official  smoke  observations  have  been  taken  during 
the  year,  but  visits  have  been  made  to  burning  spoilbanks. 
The  Committee  have  on  two  occasions  met  the  National  Coal 
Board  with  regard  to  the  serious  nuisance  arising  from  the 
Ireland  Colliery  spoilbank.  1  am  pleased  to  say,  however, 
that  this  shows  a  considerable  improvement,  and  the  matter 
is  now  receiving  constant  attention. 

Nuisance  from  Slag  Dust. 

During  the  year,  serious  complaints  have  been  received 
of  the  dust  nuisance  caused  by  the  manufacture  of  tarred 
slag.  Many  inspections  have  been  made  and  the  matter  has 
been  dealt  with  by  the  Committee  with  regard  to  the  pre¬ 
vention  of  this  nuisance  of  air-borne  particles  of  slag  which 
has  affected  a  large  number  of  houses  in  the  Hartington  area. 
The  matter  is  being  dealt  with  and  it  is  hoped  that  consider¬ 
able  improvement  will  result  in  the  very  near  future. 

Bed  Bugs. 

Complaints  were  received  during  the  year  from  the 
occupier  of  one  dwelling-house  with  regard  to  rooms  and 
bedding.  The  bedding  was  fumigated  in  the  disinfector  and 
the  rooms  treated  with  a  D.D.T.  solution.

Storage  of  Petroleum. 

The  number  of  licences  granted  during  the  year  was  18, 
and  the  quantity  to  be  stored  was  182,600  gallons. 

Two  licences  were  granted  to  store  280-lbs.  of  carbide 
of  calcium. 

The  whole  of  the  licences  granted  were  for  storage  in 
bulk  and  special  tanks. 

Cesspools. 

As  the  Council  have  not  undertaken  to  empty  cesspools, 
the  three  complaints  received  during  the  year  were  referred 
to  the  owners  to  be  dealt  with. 

Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds. 

There  are  eight  living  vans  in  the  area.  These  are  in  a 
satisfactory  condition  and  no  complaints  have  been  received. 
Three  new  licences  have  been  granted  for  living  vans  during 
the  year. 

Rats  and  Mice  Destruction  Act. 

During  the  year  a  close  watch  has  been  kept  on  all  places 
where  infestation  might  take  place,  and  the  local  rat  catcher 
has  been  in  constant  attendance  at  farms  and  refuse  tips. 
The  baits  used  were  sausage  rusks  and  zinc  phosphide,  which 
are  highly  successful. 

Seventeen  complaints  have  been  received  of  rats  in 
private  premises  during  the  year,  and  these  were  dealt  with 
satisfactorily. 

River  Pollution. 

No  complaints  have  been  received  during  the  year  with 
regard  to  the  condition  of  the  River  Doe  Lea.  The  Coal 
Bye- Products  and  Ireland  Colliery  washings  have  been  con¬ 
siderably  improved  and  are  being  maintained  satisfactorily.
